Arsenic as Widely Used in India as 
In Ancient Rome 

Arsenic is commonly employed by 
the professional poisoner in India, 
who will poison. a whole family, to 
make sure of one victim. The re- 
ports of the Bombay Government an- 
alyst throws some light on the meth- 
ods. The poison is usually given in 
sweetmeats, and generally by a 
strange woman who has been met in 
the street, and who mysteriously dis- 
appears This strange woman is 
found in every analyst's report for 
the last twenty years, and in circum 
stances so identical that it would al 
most seem to be the same person. 
Will this elusive persen ever be cap- 
tured by the Indian police? 

Arsenic has, perhaps, been more 
frequently used that any other poison 
for criminal purposes. It has been 
proved identical with the wonder elix- 
ir of the seventeenth century, when 
secret poisoning became so frequent 
in Italy that the clergy, despite the 
rules of the confessional, acquainted 
Pope Alexander VII in 1868 with the 
extent of the practice.

the prim moving principle that gov- 
ern ail the steps they are now taking. 
Let us examine the true inwardness 
of the matier. 

There are only about seventy-seven 
days from the time the crop com- 
mences to move, in the fall of the 
year, until the close of navigation at 
the head of the Lakes The grain 
crop of Western Canada is taken 
from Fort William and shipped across 
the Great Lakes by boat to the east- 
ern markets After the close of nav- 
{sation the grain grown in the west 
which has not gone across the Lakes 
by boat must necessarily go by rail 
routes to the Atlantic ports either 
around the north shore of Lake Super- | 
jor or through the United States. 

Under the proposed system of 
sampling, every carload of grain pass- 
ing through Winnipeg on all the dif- 
ferent lines of railway will be sub- 
ject to a wait of twenty four hours, 
except Sundays and holidays when 
the wait will be twice that long 

The plan of those in favor of a 
sample market is that when a carload 
of grain arrives in Winnipeg a sam- 
ple is ta from it and sent up to 
the Grain Exchange and the grain dis- 
posed of .n that sample Immediate- 
ly after !t has been been disposed of 
the railroad {is notified and the 
sent forward to its destination which 
may be Mast to Fort William, Eastern 
Ontarte or the Maritime Provinces, or 
to points In the Western Provinces, 
where the grain ts used for local con 
sumption. Thus every car arriving 
in Winnipeg would have to remain in 
the railway yards until the grain was 
sold This w d mean a delay of at 
least one full day 

The delay in transit of cars arriv 
{ng in Winnipeg on Saturdays wauld 
be much longer, as the samples taken 
from cars arriving at eleven o'clock 
or later on that day would not reach 
the grain exchance in order to be dis- 
posed of before It closed for that

the public.

What I wish to make known fs the 
discovery of the wide application of 
a prolonged local anaesthetic of  in- 
calculable value to humanity I 
knew and I wish the world to know 
how to kili pain following the sever- 
est surgical operation. 

By the use of this anaesthetic it is 
possible today for a surgeon to guar- 
antee to a patient freedom from pain 
after an accident or following an op- 
eration I have found an absolutely 
harmless and non-poisonous antidote 
to physical pain and shock, and this 
antidote can be used without the least 
fear cf local or general detriment to 
the sufferer 

In the operation the patient is put 
under a general anaesthetic in the 
ordinary way, and then five to ten 
cubic centimetres or a one per cent 
solution of quinine and urea  hydro- 
chloride are distributed over the ner- 
vous supply of the party concerned 
The effect of such injection is to pro- 
duce a total loss of the sensation of 
pain. 

Popularly speaking- the affected 
part is put to sleep. The message of 
pain from the nerves to the brain are 
cut off. The patient treated thus 
feels no pain after the operation. The 
effect of one single application by a 
multiple injcg ion of quinine and urea
